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Your Christmas Tree Will Keep 


Fresh, Green In Water 


After investigating various sug- 
gested treatments for the purpose 
of making spruce and _ balsam 
Christmas trees less inflammable, 
the U. S. Forest Products Labora- 


tory at Madison, Wis., has reached 
the conclusion that keeping the 
trees standing in water is about the 
most satisfactory and convenient 
method of those tried that will keep 
the fire hazard low and, at the same 
ltime, will keep the needles from 
discoloring or falling. The proced- 
ure recommended is as follows: 

Purchase a tree that has not 
been allowed to dry out after being 
cut. Cut off the end of the trunk 
diagonally, at least 1 inch above the 
original cut end, and stand the tree 
at once in a container of water, 
keeping the water level above the 
cut surface during the entire time 
the tree is in the home. 

If started in time, this treatment 
‘not only prevents the needles from 
drying out and becoming inflam- 


mable, but will also keep them
